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PURPOSE, 


The purpose of the Adrien It oral High School is 
mainly two-fold, namely: To encourage and promote 
scientific agriculture, and to give the boys and girls 
of the rural districts a high school education that will 
til them for life on (hr farm. Mississippi is primarily 
an agricultural slate. The greater per rent of the pop¬ 
ulation of the State is directly engaged in, or dependent 
on some agricultural pursuit* Vet it is true that a very 
small per cent of the fanners practice scientific meth¬ 
ods of farming. Observant of this fact, and because 
of the urgent demand for and necessity of* better 
methods of farming* brought about by the rapid change 
uf farming conditions* the Legislature of the State of 
Mississippi enacted a law whereby it was made possi¬ 
ble Iop each county ill the State In establish and mam- 
lain iin Agricultural High School, Second* formerly 
under our system of rural sellouts it was impossible 
for the children of every rummoriilv in have access to 
a high school. But now the County Agricultural High 
School meets Ibis deficiency and a (lords every boy ami 
girl an opportunity to get a practical high school edu¬ 
cation at a very small cost, Ihc only necessary expenses 
being for board and bonks. Hoard is furnished at 
actual cost, and tuition is free, 

IE is our purpose to help the fanners of the county 
in every way possible. Last year we did quite a bit of 
terracing, and we hope to be able to do considerably 
more this year. We invite the fanners of the county 
to call on us for work of this nature. We shall be 
glad to render you any service possible. 
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We expect to do all we can to encourage Boys’ 
Corn Clubs and Girls Tomato Clubs, for we believe that 
through these agencies, life in the country will he made 
much more attractive than it is at present. 

KUHJHNGS. 

Taking advantage of I lie after of the State, and 
realizing the need of better school advantages in the 
county, especially of that training that will fit our 
hoys and girls for the active duties of life, the Newton 
County School Board established the Newton County 
Agricultural High School in March, 1914, to be opened 
i n September following, 11 was located at Decatur, 
Mini town having offered buildings, land and cash ag¬ 
gregating #12.000 in value, this being sufficient to meet 
all legal requirements for the location of the school. 

The pmperty offered by the town of Decalur cpm- 
priscs twenty acres of agricultural land, jnosl of which 
is in a stall* of culli vat ion, valued at $1000; the build¬ 
ings, furnishings and campus of Decatur public school, 
valued at £11,000, after fitting up the old school build¬ 
ing as a boys' dormitory. This properly was turned 
over tf p (lie Trustees by the town of Decatur. 

The Trustees have provided a sixteen-room hoard¬ 
ing house In he used for a girls’ dormitory. When fur- 
in died il represents an outlay of about ‘*3,500 malting a 
lolal of &bV>ou in buildings and land, 

FA KM AND EQUIPMENT. 

We have hveiity acres of good farming land (be¬ 
sides ihe five or six acres upon which the buildings 
stand near lie* school, upon which practical and scion** 
lilir binning is done by the hoys under the personal 
mpervision of the Professor of Agriculture, We have 
funning implement^ and a leam with which to do the

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farming. We also expect to secure some good milch 
cows. In fact, we aim to make this school an agri¬ 
cultural school with literary features and not a literary 
school with agricultural features. 

GENERAL INFORMATION. 

Our first session will begin on Wednesday, Sep¬ 
tember 1 , [ 915 . All students who expect to secure 
hoard will greatly aid the management by informing 
the Principal of this intention by August 15. This 
should he done in order that rooms may be reserved. 
The indications are that the school will be lull, and \vs 
want to have every student as wall accomodated as 
possible* Tuesday, August 31 , will be devoted to ma¬ 
triculation and registration, and assignment of rooms 
to students* Enlrunce examinations will be given on 
Monday and Tuesday, August 30 - 31 , 

The boys will be under the supervision of the 
Principal and Prof* J. W* Helms, while the girls will 
be tinder I he care of the lady Principal, The school 
will be I he students' home for most of Hie year, and we 
will si rive lo make it as home-like as possible. 

Each student, on entering school, will be required 
to sign the loll owing pledge: do promise on my 

sacred honor that while I am a stiidenl of the Newton 
Homily Agricultural High School not to have in my 
possession any kind of fire arms, not to drink or bring 
on campus nr in school any form of intoxicating drink, 
^ J| d not In leave the school limits without permission 
from proper fuilhnrity.’* 

EXPENSES. 

No tuition will be charged students from Newton 
Enmity, Students from other counties will be charged 
I nilion at I lie rate id per month. 
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Rooms in the dormitories will be free to all. The 
rooms will be furnished with a bod, wash stand, dress¬ 
er, table and chairs, bowl and pitcher, broom, ole. 
Students will be required to bring from homo pillows, 
sheets, blankets, towels, and toilet articles. A matricu¬ 
lation fee of $4 will be charged every student on en¬ 
trance, One dollar of Ibis amount will be used to 
improve and keep up the library, one dollar for indi- 
dental foe. while the balance will be used to help pay 
for materials used in Humes tic Science .girls) and 
Manual Training (boys*) The only other expenses to 
the student will be fur books and board. We believe 
that board will range from #*50 to ffi.50 per month. 
We aim to do all we can to furnish it at as low a cost 
as possible to secure wholesome food. Deserving stu¬ 
dents will be given work, whenever possible, to help 
pay for their board. 

Board must be paid one month in advance* On 
entering, each student must deposit $10 for the first 
month’s board, and at I hr end of each month he must 
deposit just 1 he ammmt the preceding month’s board 
cost. The last immllVs board will be deducted from 
lie* original deposit, and the balance returned to the 
student. If a student leaves school before the month 
has expired, the money due him will be refunded*

Every student who takes the course in Chemist re will 
be charged a fee of $3 In help pay for the materials 
used* 

Board in the Dormitories averaged $6.27 per month 
last session. We hope to he aide to reduce this average 
Ibis year, by reason of the fact, that we will be furnish¬ 
ed with products from the school farm at small cost. 
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We believe that board will average less 1 iwin $6 per 
month.

W>* hope to make the board bill run considerably 
below these figures. Some students will reduce these 
figures by doing some work; others will make all ex¬ 
penses. 

All Students will be required to pay the matricula¬ 
tion lee on entrance. 

By special permission of the Trustees of Decatur 
Public School, students who are not prepared for the 
regular high school work, will be allowed lo take the 
eighth grade work in the Grammar School Department 
without any Luilion, This applies to boarding she 
drills only. 

TEACHERS. 

In selecting the Principal for the Agricultural 
High School for the year DH5-1916, we believe we have 
the best man available 1 for the place. Mr. Brand has 
“made good' 1 as Principal of the Decatur Graded 
School and as Principal of the Agricultural High 
School, fur Hie pasl session. He is thoroughly inform¬ 
ed e- lo the requirements, organization and successful 
management of such schools. He is a graduate of 
Mississippi College and has done special work in the 
Dniversily of Chicago. I n addition to his scholarship, 
he is a very practical man. always being equal to the 
nreusii.ii. which has made IIIiri a very successful teach¬ 
er.

Prof, J. W, Helms, our Agriculturalist, has fully 
proven his efficiency during the past session of the 
school. He was reared on the farm, and is a graduate 
of the Mississippi Agricultural and Mechanical Col¬ 
lege, graduating from the Department of Industrial

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All boys iu all classes will be required to do four 
hours of practical work on the farm every week* This 
course is designed to give the students completing it a 
strong industrial education and a thorough knowledge 
o!' high scl.i( h dsnbjeel s. A sy i iopsis of the w<>rk cover¬ 
ed in the various subjects is given below. 

All girls who board in the dormitory will be re¬ 
quired to do a certain amount of work in the dining 
room. They will be divided into sections, each section 
working in the dining room a week at a lime, in rota¬ 
tion* 

AGRICULTURE. 

The firsl year's work consists of a thorough, study 
ol' the basic or fundameulal principles of agriculture. 
The texts used will be those best adapted to this sec¬ 
tion of the country, and I hat treal the subject in the 
nmst practical manner. The second year’s work will 
be more detailed and will he devoted to the study of our 
soils, field and forage crops, and fertilizers, For the 
third year the major pari of lhe work will be in animal 
husbandry, which includes the study of the breeds and 
types of farm animals, how to breed, feed and care for 
them, and also work in dairying* The fourth year 
will be devoted to the study of farm management, 
which includes the laying out of farms, farm-book- 
keeping* the cure of farm machinery, tools, etc. Dur¬ 
ing the entire course we expect to make extensive list; 
of bulletins published by the United States DejiaHinont 
of Agriculture* 

In addition to Ihe regular work in Agriculture, the 
course of study will include a thorough course in the 
kindred sciences, Chemistry, Physics, Botany, Zoology 
ami Itori ten I hire. YYr also expect to offer a course in 
Manual Training which is designed to train the stu¬ 
dent In use nimiitmi, every-day fools, and to prepare 
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him to erect ordinary farm buildings and do repair 
work. 

SCIENCE. 

In order to gain a thorough knowledge of the 
science of Agriculture it is necessary for the student 
to know something of the related sciences- To meet 
this need, we offer courses in Botany, Zoology. Physics 
and tlheniistry* In the first year we take up Physical 
Geography, first semester, and Sanitation the second 
semester. The second year will he devoted to tire study 
of Zoology, with special reference to those insects and 
animals that are helpful and injurious to man, and 
Botany* The third year’s work will couslsl of a study 
of elementary Physics. The foiirlh year will be de¬ 
voted to a slimy of (the mis try, with special reference 
to the compositions of soils and fertilizers, tire composi¬ 
tions of various spray mixtures and compounds. 

HISTORY. 

No education is complete wilhoul a knowledge nf 
the most important events that have transpired in the 
past, Tf we are to judge the future by I ho past* then 
it behooves us to familiarize ourselves with what man 
has “though!. felt and done,’' To this end we offer 
three year’s work in History: Ancient History, second 
year; Mediaeval and Modern History, the third year; 
and United States History and Civics, the fourth: year. 

MATHEMATICS* 

The firs l year’s work in Mathematics will include 
a study of Colaw and Klfwnod’s Advanced Arithmetic, 
completing, the text. Special notice will he given to 
problems relating to farm needs. In the second year 
Milne’s Standard Algebra will be studied to Quadratics. 
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The third years work will bo a continuation of the 
second year’s work in Algebra. Plane Geometry will 
be studied the fourth year 

ENGLISH. 

The first year will be devoted to hie study of High 
School English Grammar In the second year Com¬ 
position and Khclorie is studied four periods, and some 
classic one period per week during the entire session. 
This is designed to give the student a knowledge of, 
and familiarity with, the principles governing effective 
composition, to create a desire for good reading, to de¬ 
velop some ability to appreciate good literature, and 
to teach clearness and correctness of expression. Ex¬ 
ercises will be given in paragraph writing and in oilier 
forms of composition, naileries History of English 
Literature is studied with English classics in the third 
year, while the fourth year is devoted to the study of 
Malleek’s History of American Literature with Amer¬ 
ican classics. In addition to Lids, both third year and 
fourth year classes will be given work in advanced 
theme writing. 

DOMESTIC SCIENCE. 

In view of the fact that about seventy-five percent, 
of our girls marry at an early age and begin the work 
of home-making, we have arranged to give instruc¬ 
tion and training in housekeeping and home-making. 
The principal courses offered will be in sewing, cook¬ 
ing u.nd home art. These subjects will be taught with 
a view of encouraging and developing a taste for well 
kept homes, and giving such practical instruction as 
will servo as a foundation for good Imsckeepmg. The 
llrst year’s work will include elementary cooking and 
sewing. All girls will be required lo make their lalio- 
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ratory aprons that are used in the cooking classes. 
Tlie cooking course for the First year will bo a study of 
f i h.h 1 prii lc i pies, with ill ust ra It v o la bora to r y wor k. 
The second year's work will consist of a more detailed 
study of food principles and the combination of foods 
into a. balanced ration, and a. continuation of the sew¬ 
ing already begun. The third year will be given over 
to I ! ie study of house-planning, furnishing and sanita¬ 
tion. Every girl is required to take part in the care of 
the Home Science room. Each Senior is required to 
show that she is able to [dan, prepare and serve a com¬ 
plete meal Home sick nursing and the preparation of 
special diets are made an important paid of the fourth 
year's work. The study of a balanced ration is sum¬ 
marized and re-emphasized in this course. 

MANUAL TRAINING. 

Our Manual Training Department is equipped 
with the necessary benches and tools to give the stu¬ 
dent such a knowledge of the use of tools as will enable 
him to do his own work, such as tlie building and re¬ 
pair of ordinary farm buildings, tlie making of useful 
pieces of furniture, etc. Every student is required to 
take this work live periods per week throughout the 
first two years. 

EXPRESSION 

Thorough courses are offered for those who wish 
hi prepare themselves for the practical efficiency in the 
art of public speaking and reading. AH principles 
of work proceed on the theory that Expression is crea¬ 
tive rather than imitative. The courses of study em¬ 
brace the training of I he voice, development of the 
hotly, vocal interpretation of the best literature, con¬ 
versation, speaking, and other exercises which lead

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Fourth Grade In the fourth grade many advanced 
technical exercises will he taken: transposition, inter¬ 
pretation and harmony given special emphasis.

Schubert, Mendelssohn, Weber, 
Moszkovvski. Nocturnes and etudes given special al¬ 
ien lion in the fourth grade. 

Once a month grade recitals will he given by the 
different grades, showing Hie work in the various

Some people oppose all kinds of h thirties, saying 
that tin 1 pupils should have some kind of work to do, 
and nut be frittering away their Lime in idle play. 
They seem to lose sight of the lad that there is educa¬ 
tional value even in play. It is uu the playgrounds 
that Hie pupils learn to respect the rights and privileges 
of their fellows, to admire worthy opponents, and to 
accept hulli victory and defeat in lhe spirit. Not only 
do pupils need physical exercise, hut they also need 
mental recreation, and this can best he brought about 
by hearty participation in some kind of out-door sport. 
Therefore, believing in the educational value of ath¬ 
letics, we will do all we can to encourage all moderate 
out-dour sports.

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SECTIONS OF LAW FROM MISSISSIPPI CORE OF 1906, 

Pupils in Separate School Districts —Code amended 

1912. 

Section 4532 (4012)— 77ir sttntr County Children 
may attend the school of a separate school district in 
their county, and the county during Ihe winter term 
shall pay to the separate district lliey attend an amount 
per child equal to (lie eosl per child to the county in 
the county public school from which the children arc 
transferred, as shown by the contract made between 
the county superintendent and the teacher or teachers 
of the said county public school; hid a child in the 
county shall not attend a separate school district with¬ 
out the consent, in writing, of the trustees thereof and 
of the trustees of the schools in Ins district. 

Section 1109—A student of any university, college 
or school, who shall carry, bring, receive, own or have 
on the campus, college or school grounds, or within 
two miles thereof, any weapon, the carrying of which 
concealed is prohibited; or a teacher, instructor or pro¬ 
fessor who shall knowingly seller or permit any such 
weapon to he carried, or so brought, received, owned, 
or had by a student or pupil, shall be guilty of a mis- 
demeanor, and on conviction, hi* fined not exceeding 
three hundred dollars nr Imprisoned in the county jail 
not exceeding three months, or both, 

Section 4025 A parent or guardian, or other per¬ 
son who shall insull or abuse any teacher in the pres¬ 
ence of the school shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, 
and ho liable lo a fine of mil less than ten dollars, nor 
more than fifty dollars. 

Section 4623—A pupil who wilfully cuts, defaces, 
or otherwise injures any school house or the fences or 
outbuildings or shade trees thereof, is liable to si is- 
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pension or expulsion ami the parents or guardians of 
such pupils shall 1 m* liable for all damages. 

Section 4021 All pupils must comply with the 
regulations* pursue the required course of study, and 
submit In the authority of the teachers of the schools. 

UM FORMS. 

Blue overalls and jumper will be the adopted uni¬ 
form for I he buys. They will be required to wear them 
to school every school day. This applies to day stu¬ 
dents as well as hoarding students. 

While we have mi ado]Ted uniform for the girls 
as yel, II is hoped that all girls will wear inexpensive 
clothing. 

Children who expect to take the Beginner's work 
will be allowed to enter school only at the beginning 
of tin* session, nr one week thereafter, and at the be¬ 
ginning of the srcniKl half session. All parents who 
have children to put in school for the first time will 
[dense start them only on one of the above dates.
